ny the Jury had brought in their Verdict 
Natural Death.

There was a Cædes, a ſimple Fracture, the Skull 
was broke; and there was the Print of the Wea- 
pon juſt upon the Cranium.

They were a 2d Time indicted for aſſaulting 
Henry Southall on the King's een, Sc. and 
raking from him 65. in Money, Sept. 5. 

They were a 3d Time indicted for aſſaulting 
Mary Arkin on the King's Highway, and taking 
from her a linnen Handkerchicf value 64. Sept. 5. 

Mrs. Huſſey, On the 5th of Sept. I took Coach 
at Night with Mr Southall, and Mrs, Arkin at 
Pye-Corner, to go into Princes-Square -in Ratcliff- 
Highway: 'twas 11 O'Clock by that Time we 
turn'd into the Square, Before we got to our 
Door, 2 Men came with Piſtols,—o7e on each 
Side of the Coach, and having ſtopf7l it, they 
demanded our Money, Watches and Rings in a 
Minute, or elſe they would kill us. To the beſt 
of my Knowledge, Syleefter is the Man who was 
on the Side of the Coach where I ſat, I take him 
to be the Man by his Apparel, Stature and Voice. 
By his Size I believe Powell to be the Perſon that 
was at the other Door. Syluefter was the Man to 
whom I deliver'd a filver 'Thimble, worth 1 5s. ard 
6 d. in Silver, and about 2 Penn'orth of Half- 
pence, for Fear of my Life. I can ſay more to 
See ſter than I can to Poevell, for it was dark, and 
there was no Lamps, nor any Moon; but there 
was a Light from a Window in a Houſe No. gf 
and a Maid came to light 2 Gentlemen out of 
Doors at No. 6, by which Means I was able to di- 
ſtinguiſh Sylveſter's Face, I never ſaw him after 
he had robbed me, *cill I ſaw him at Juſtice Far- 
mer's, and there I ſaid he was the Man, to the 
beſt of my Knowledge ; for when the Light was 
come to the Door at No. 6, they ſtood ſome Mi- 
nutes, and the Gentlemen who were at that Door 
were coming to our Aſſiſtance, but they bid the 
Coachman drive on, and they-ran away.

Then I jumped off 
my Box, and Mr. Southall got out of the Coach, 
but the Priſoners ran away and got off. It was 
dark, and there was no Moon, but it was very 
Starlight, and the Candle coming out cloſe to the 
Coach, I took a great deal of Notice of them. 
Sylveſter ſtood at the off Door, and Powell at the 
near Door; I am poſitive and ſure that the Priſo- 
ners are the Men. After this, Mr. Brown's Cha- 
riot was ſtopped in the Street, and he having got 
the Priſoners into New - Priſon, he found me out, 
and defired me to go and ice if I knew them, I 
went thither, and found 40 or 50 Men and Wo- 
men in the Yard, whether they were all Priſo- 
ners or not I ean't tell, but the Minute I went in, 
I ſaw Sylvefter fitting upon a Bench, ſmoaking a 
Pipe; Powell was at N rings, and I imme- 
diately ſaid they were the Men.

Defence. John Miller. I am Turnkey of New 
Priſon; when Hatton the Coachman came to the 
Goal, he called for a Tankard of Beer, and ſpoke 
to a Priſoner; what he ſaid to her I can't tell. I 
asked him who he wanted, and he told me he 
came to ſee the 2 Men that were here, on Suſpi- 
cion of robbing the Coach in Ratchf*- Highway. 
Let them have fair Play, ſays I, and called the 
Priſoners, I believe 5 or $ of them were ironed, 
and theſe 2 Men in particular were double iron'd.

Priſon, and ſaw Hatton when he came to the Pri- 
ſon.

The Priſoner, Foſſet, is my Bro- 
ther; he lay in my Bed, on Sunday Night, Mon- 
day, Tueſday, and Wedneſday Nights ; my Mother 
was curing him of a Diſtemper, and he was at 
home on. Thurſday Night too, and was nointed 
for his Raſh. I don't know what Month this 
was, nor the Days of the Month, nor how long it 
was after this, that he was taken up, I have 
no Learning, but I know he was a-bed eve 
Night before I came from Work, and I alwazs 
left him a-bed in the Morning when I went out. 

Joſhua Snowden. I went with Hatton to Neeww- 
Priſon ; he went thro' both Gates, and ſhew'd me 
Syleefter ſmoaking a Pipe, and Poqve/l, at the far- 
ther End of the Yard, pitching Half-pence, and 
told me they were the Perſons that ſtopp'd his 
Coach. I did not fee him ſpeak to any Woman, 
before he fix'd apon the Priſoners ; but afterwards 
we went into the Tap-houſe and had a Pot of 
Beer, and then he fpoke to a Woman and made 
her drink. I was with him all the Time, and 
did not hear him ſay any thing like what Lander 
and Taylor has ſworn. He only ſaid, — they 
were the Men. Richard Anthony was likewiſe with 
Haiton and Snowden at New-Priſon ; he confirm'd 
exactly their Evidence, and ſaid, that Hatton 
ſhew'd them the two Priſogers: before he ſpoke to

Henry Southall gave the ſame Account as in the 


former Trial, adding, that he was on the left 


Hand Side of the Coach, with his Face towards 
the Horſes ; that upon the Priſoners demanding 
their Money, he gave 6, 8, or 10s. into the Per- 


ſon's Hat, who was at the Door, next to which 


he ſat; and though there was a Light ſtanding 
in a Window, yet he rely'd not on that, but ra- 
ther diſtinguiſh'd the Man's Face by the Light of 
the Night, becauſe it was very near his own for 
ſome Time ; and as the Attack was on the Eaſt 
Side of the Square, he had more Light into the 
Coach over the Gardens, by which he diſcern'd 
PowelF's Face, and thought him to be the Man 
wha attacked that Side on which he ſat. Ke de- 
poſed, that Powell curs'd and ſwore ſo inceſſantly, 
that he took Notice of none but him, And that 
when he was before Mr. Farmer, Poevell declar'd 
he was on Board the Cheſter Man of War, on 
the 5th of September, when the Robbery was com- 
mitted ; but atterwards he ſeemed to be in Doubt, 
whether the Priſoner mentioned the 5th of Sept. 
or no. 


__ Hatton the Coachman, gave his Evidence as 


before, He added, that Sylveſter was on the right

out, becauſe ſhe lay at the Foot of her Father 
and Mother's Bed, and he could not go out (after 
he was in Bed) without going over their Bed, and 
though he had gone ſoftly, ſhe mult have heard 
him. She remembered particularly bis being a- 
nointed by her Mother with Brimſtone and Hog's- 
Lard, every Night, 

Mr. Southall. Mrs. Foſſett came to ſpeak to 
me about her Son, and to beg that I would be 
favourable. She told me if I would tranſport him, 
ſhe would fall down on her Knees, and pray for 
me every Time ſhe came by my Daor. I told her 
I did not like to be robb'd with a Piſtol ; no, my 
dear Honey, ſaid ſhe, you are miſtaken, he 
never robb'd with a Piſtol in his Life. Why, 
how did he uſe then to rob, ſays I ? He ſeldom 
robbs on Land, ſaid ſhe ; moſt of the Robberies 
that he has, committed were upon the Water. 
On Sunday I met the Beadle of the Pariſh (Mr. 


| Blowfield) and I found by him he had a bad Cha- 


racter, that of a Robber. 

Foſſett (the Mother.) I did go to Mr. Southall, 
and asked him if he could charge my Son with 
any Thing (diſſaffected?) he told me he had rob- 
bed him, and mehtioned Piſtols; I don't be- 
lieve he knows how to handle a Piſtol ; how- 
ever, I ſaid. it you can't be off from it, but 
muſt ſwear againſt him, rather than let him 
dic a ſhameful Death, endeavour to tranſport him.
